Claims 1-8, 11, 12, 14 and 17-62 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over Jones et 
al, reference AB (Jones) . Although, the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of Title 35 U.S.C, the differences between 
the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. 

Jones generically discloses applicant's invention 
at column 2 and specifically discloses the pyrrolidino 
analog at column 39. Applicant ; alludes to biological 
testing of the instant compounds in v .his disclosure 
statement. The testing disclosed in the specification 
does not appear to involve a direct side-by-side 
comparison with the Jones pyrrolidino compound. Such a 
comparison is necessary to rebut the strong presumption 
of obviousness which the reference establishes. 

Claims 48-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his or her 
invention.
